In order to fully investigate a 
number of complaints which have 
been made to various State officials 
concerning the management and 
condition of the Rhode Island In- 
stitute for the Deaf, located on 
Hope street, a public hearing will 
soon be held before the house com 
mittee on education. Yesterday- 
Judge Rathbun presented to the 
house a bill providing for a transfer 
of the care of this institution from 
the present board of trustees to the 
board of education, and in the line 
of consideration of this bill various 
reports about the institution will, 
it is understood, be inn down. 

It is said that the board of edit 
cation is not very desirous of again 
having charge of the school, and 
that some other governing body may 
be put in control. The school, at 
which there are about GO or 70 chil- 
dren in attendance, is now being 
conducted under the management 
of a board of trustees and the spe- 
cial supervision of Miss Laura DeL. 
Richards. 

The complaints which have been 
made and are now being investi- 
gated by Judge Rathbnu of West 
Greenwich, have to do with the gen 
Mai sanitary condition of the school 
and various other matters relative 
to the conduct of the place. In a 
way the complaints are in the line 
of a revival of reports made to Gov. 
Utter last year, tint of which he 
was unable to find any tangible 
proof. It is understood that the 
governor is now interested in the 
matter, since he is desirous of hav- 
ing the charges proven or discon- 
tinued, if after an investigation, 
they are found to be unwarrant- 
ed.
